2. What is the Repntation-of his Prophecies for matter 
of the verity of them, is ſo well known all over Exrope, and 
eſpecially among the Learned whoread what is written, that it 
needs not my Commendations or Teſtimony, It- is obſerved 
unto admiration by all that have read him, how ſtrangely he 
has forewarned of all the great things that of late years have 
been acted among us... 
$. 3- The L ate Wars, the Treachery of the Scots in betraying

3 * $. 4 Trueit is 1ndeed, that many of his Prophecies are writ- 

2.51,.ten in myſtical and cloſe Riddles, not to be underſtood as a 

man runs and reads : But yet are they ſuch as a man who un- 

derſtands Hiſtory, State-afſairs, and ſomething of Aſtrologie, and 
indeed a taſte of al! ſoxts of Learmng, may aptly (with labour 
and induſtry ) unlock the greatelt ſcrutinies thereof; and when 
they are opeu'd, they are as plain and eafje as the King's 

High-way. 

$. 5. And whether it was Naturally or Divinely that the man 
came by theſe things, God knows ; but certain it is, he has been 
ſo very lucky in all his predictions, that I could never hear of 
any one ſaying of his, that was certainly fathered by him, and 
allowed by his Executors, and that was rightly underſtood, that 
ever Was found taulty. And now having thus far beſpoken my 

Author, come we to his Prophecies: And firſt, ſee what he ſays 

in general of our Kingdom of Zngland.

Cent. 10. Stanza 1CO, PLS 
The great Empire fhall be in England, 
The Pempoton, for more then 300 year : 
Great Armies ſhall paſt through Sea and Land, 
The Lufitanians ſhall not be contented there. 
Here the only hard words are but two, whereof Pempotor ſhall 
ſeem to ſignifie a Toſs-pot, or Good-fellow ; and by Zuſita- 
nians, Which do properly fignifie the Portugals, may ſeem to be 
meant of the Spaniards, tor ſo is his way, by ſome portion 
thereof to ſpeak of a whole Country. The reſt is plain, accord- 
ing to the literal ſence. 
$. 6. Next ſee what he ſays of his own Country and King- 
dom, in relation unto us. 
Cent. 3. St. 49. Cent. g. St. 6, 
There ſhall be in Guienne an infinite number of Englith, 
IWho ſhall occupy it by the name of Angle-Aquitain, 
Of Languedoc 3; I, by the Land of Burdeaux, 
Ii hich afterwards they ſhell call Bardoxitane. 
And again, Cent. 6. St. 43. Cent. g. St. 38. 
The coming in at Blay by Rochel, and the Engliſh 
Shall go beyond the great Amathien: 
Not far from Agen, ſball expe@ the French, 
Help from Narbonne, deceived by Entertainment. 
We ſee here, how plainly this man forewarns his own Country. 
men, that they ſhall be utterly conquered and over-run by the 
Engliſh . He names how they ſhall Land at Blay by Rochel, and 
ſhall poſſeſs all the Country of Gxiexre, and people it with 
Engliſhmen, and ſhall have Languedoc, and the 1(land called 7, 
and all the Country as far as the great # mathiew, by which he 
means Germany, as he uſually calls the Empice by that name. 
And many more ſayings to the ſame purpoſe I could bring, to 
ſhew and confirm as thing 3 and that it 1s tobe done in Cen. ;. 
this Age, by our preſent King, And I can further ſhew out of *- 49. 
the ſame Author, that the ſame Prince ſhall conquer Jpair, and Ms. 
be Emperour of all Furope, and dethrone the Pope, and advance Cenr.s.; 
the true ancient Catholick and Apoſtolick Faith all over Chri- X15 
ſtendom. But my buſineſs at preſent is to comfort my Conntry- —_ 
en, againſt their preſent ſorrows and amazements, and to rid pmag

Now what Religion the Duke 1s really of, Iam not to exa-, 
mine ; only this I ſay, that ſo far as the credit of the famous 
Noſftradamys is able to warrant, hispreſent Majeſty Charles thell. 
of Great Britain, Trance and Treland King, Defender of the true 
ancient Catholick, and Apoſtolick, Faith, will have an Heir of his 
own Body lawfully begotten, as appears by this following 
Stanza. Prophecies of the year 1600. St. 4. 
Du rond d'un Lis naiſtra un ſi grand Prince, 
Bien toſt & tard venu dans ſa Frovince, 
Saturn er: Libra ex Exaltation, 
Maiſon de Venus, en deſcroiſante force, 
Dame en apres Maſculin ſoubs I Eſcorie, 
Pour maintenir | heureux ſang de Burbon: 
In Engliſh thus : 
From the round of the Lilly ſhall be born a great Trince; 
Soon and late come into his Province, 
Saturn zx Libra being in Exaltation, 
The Heuje of Venus, being in a decreaſing ſirength : 
A Woman afterwards with a Male under the Bark, 
To maintain the happy bloud of Burbon. 

&: 7. Inthis Prophecy we are teconſider, firſt, who is this (© 
great Prince born, as the Prophet calls him ; and next, who ſhall 
be his Heir. As tor the ſo great Prince born; true it 1ghe is not 
called by name, but yet is-he deſcribed by a charaQer as ſure 
as if he were ſo. He is to be one who was to be born when 
the Planet Satrrn ſhould be in the Sign called Zibra, which is 
a Sign of the Houſe of Venzs, and Exaltation of Saturn. Next, 
he muſt be born too at ſuch time as Saturn in Libra ſhall be de- 
creaſing in firength. 3ly. He muſt be of the Royal Bloud of 
France, ſignified by the Round of the Lilly, or the Lilly in its 

- Round; according to the manner of Coat-armour, where the 
£llies are drawn or painted in a certain Circle, as they are with 
us in aRound Garter.zly.He muſt be ſuch an one as in one ſence 
ſhould cowre late, and in another ſhall come ſoon into bis Province. 
And laſtly, He muſt be one of the Bloud of the Houſe of Parborr. 

6. 8. Now all theſe zrarks or charaFers are true of our Sove- 
raign Lord King Charles thelI, and'of no man but of him alone: 

For 3ſt. without any thing of calculating the King's Nativi-

ty, it is well known generally that his Majeſty was born od the 
29th, day of May, 1530. at what time the Planet Saturn was in | 
the Sign Lzbra, which is the exaltation of Saturr, and Houſe of | 
Venus, wherein both of them are greatly dignified. But then, 
2dly. withal, Saturn was at that time lo placed there, at the ve- 
ry end of Libra, and Retrograde, that though he was eflenti- 
ally dignified in bra, yet was it under a decreaſing force or 
ſtrength, or an abatement to his tortitude therein. 3dly. He is 
rightly deſcended by his Mother from the round of the Lily, 
which is called a round, becauſe of his Garter about it. 4y. He 
came ſoon or too ſoon to his Right to Reign, and yet late or ve- 
ry late in reſpe& of his enjoyment. And laſtly, He is by his Mo- 
ther of the Bloud of Purbor. And as this is true of our King, 
ſo is it not true of any Prince beſides, of the Royal Bloud of 
France, and of the Houle of Burbox. 

$. 9- Now toprove this Negative, we muſt note, that by the | 
Blond of Purbox'and the Z ily, are to be underſtood ſome great 
Prinees deſcended from that Branch, of the Royal Houſe of 
France, which was Duke of Burbox in France. From the firſt 
Duke of Burbon of the Royal Bloud,are deſcended many noble + 
Families ; but of theſe many of them are out of capacity to be 
comprehended under this axr Mark, which the Prophet names, 
And thesare all thefe Families which are obſcure, and therefore 
ſach as cannot be called Princes born ; and thus alſo are all that 
are born or deſcended of :/legitizrate Branches ; and thus again 
are all thoſe who: though they are otherwiſe xoble Families, yet 
are not born great Princes. Next we are to confider, that this 
great Prince muſt be one born ſince the wruing of this Prophe- 
cy, and one who has left behind him a poſt hume Heir. And be 
ſure from NoFradamas's time until this our Age, there was ne+= 
ver yet any fuch poſthume Fleir left who became ſo great aPrinces 
for whereas Noftradamys wrote in the time of Henry the lI. of 
that Name French King ;, at what time Anthony Duke of Purbor 
was a young Child then born, who — became King of 
Navarr. And his Son was. Ferry the IV. French King, who was - 
the firſt of the Houſe of Burbor that became any thing of a great 
Prince, but was not bor ſo, neither was he a poſt hume. His Son 
was Lewis the XIE, French King, born a great Prince, but #0 


poſthume. His Son is Lewis the XIV. the preſent Trench King, 
= and --:

and botn a great ' rince, but no poſtkume, neither had he Satura 
m [ ibra at hi; birth, butin the Sign ZAgquarims and therefore no 
Child of his, though it ſhould prove a polthume, can make him 
the man. Nor yet can the Dauphin his Son be that Prince, be- 
cauſe at his birth Saturn was in Scorpio. Nor can the preſent King 
of pain, who alſo is of Purbor, be the man, who had JSaturs in 
Scorpio too at hjs birth. Nor can the preſent Duke of Orleans be 
the perlon intended, at whoſe birth Saturn was 1n Aquarias. The 
Prince of Code, and his Son the Duke of Enguicn are of the 
Houle of Barbox, but cannot properly be ſaid to be born great 
Princes, and beſides neither of them had Jaturr at birth in the 
Sign Zibra, The Duke of Savoy allo 1s of this Bloud, but ng 
great Prince born. Laſtly, To come unto the Iflue of our late 
Queen Henrietta Maria, his Royal Highneſs James Duke of Tork 
was born when Saturn was in the Sign Sagittary, and the Prince 
of C'rarge when Saturn was in Cancer (0 as neither of them a]- 
lo are in this capacity. And now having named all Princes of 
the Bloud of Burbox, that are in any capacity to be concerned 
in this Prophecy, and finding none of them under theſe Marks 
beſides, I make account it is moſt clearly true, that it 1s our pre- 
{ent Sovereign King Charles the IT. of whom this Prophecy is ve- 
rily intended ; for after him of any it cannot be expeCted, be- 
can ſe in him all the Marks and CharaQters are fo fully agreed, 
| & 10. Next come we to treat of the Heir therefore, whois 
to ſucceed this great Prince. Of whom it is ſaid, [ A Woman or 
Wife afterwards with a Male under the bark or skin) which is as 
much as to ſay, with a zrale-Child in her womb, who ſhall main- 
tain the happy Floud of Burbon. Intimating, that his Majeſty in 
his elder years (hall be married again toa ſecond Queen, who 
being a young fruitful Woman , ſhall be great with Child 
and (hall bring forth a oz, that ſhall make happy the 
Bloud of Pyrbov. From whence that Son ſhall claim, by the Fa- 
ther's fide, our King being the eldeſ# Son of Penriettz Alaria, 
who was the youngeſt Ddughter of Henry the IV, French King, 
who was the Son of Anthony, King of Navarr,andDuke of Purbor: 
&& 11. And thus have I ſhewed according to Noffradamms, 
( whoſe Prophecies I have never yet heard of to have failed ) 
that our Sovercign Lord, our preſent King Charles the Il. ſhall 
have lawful lflue-male of his own body begotten, to maneey

him in the Empereal Throne ot this Kingdom. Which may bea 
good heartning at leaſt unto all honelt Fxgl;hmer, who do 
fincerely mean well, and intend not to raile any factions or ſtirs 
without cauſe, becauſe that our dangers of Popery approaching 
upon us by means of his Royal Highnels being a Papiſt, are not 
ſo great asis generally expected. 

$- 12. And the truth is, it's a ſtrange thing, this Prophecy, 

conſidering that in the hfe-time of this Michael Noſtradamus, 
neither the Houſe of Burbox, nor this Family of our Sovereign, 
were 1n any likelihood to be Kings either of Exgland or of 
France , and yet ſee how ſtrangely things are come to paſs, on- 
wards of what he hath ſaid. But letus add one Stanza more of 
the Fate of this poſthurme Prince, which is expeted to be our 
King's next Heir. St. 48. of Proph. in 1600. 

The Phoenix of the old Charon Hal be ſeen 

To be the firit and laſt of the Sons : 

To ſhine in France beloved of every one ;, 

To reign « great while, with all the Honours 

That ever his Predeceſſors had ; 

By which he ſhall make his Glory memorable. 
Lo here a young Son, of an old Father, being all the Sons he ſhall 
ever have, (that is, of lawful birth ) inheriting the Crown of 
France, which his Father (hall conquer and leave unto him, and 
he ſhall enjoy it long, and with much good liking of all. The 
preſent Danphine is an only Son, but not all the Sons his Father 
ever had; nor is he a Phenix that is ſprung up out of his Fa- 
thers Aſhes, or after his death, as uſes to be ſaid of the Phenix 
nor {hall he therefore reign long, if at all.

B notice of its appearing in ſeveral Parts beyond the Seas, by ſun-

News- Book,: Burt it firſt was viſible tous in this Iſland of Gre at Britain, 
on Friday December the 10th. about half an hour paſt four of the Clock, 
P. A. or Afternoon. 1t apprar'd of a pale dusky Colour, with a very 
prodigious Stream, at the leaſt 35 Degrees in length. Its fignification 
cannot be good, becauſe it is purcly Saturnine ; And Satwrn is a Star, 
as the Philoſophical $.u:yrs repreſent him, . — —.
